Coming  to  a sudden 
peak  last  Saturday  and 
Sunday  and  laying  up 
12  men  in  the  bar  ranks 
and  hospital,  dengue 
fever  caused  more  sick 
ness  at  one  time  than 
any  other  complaint  in 
the  vicinity.  Since 
the  first  smashes  of 
the  fever  against  the 
ranks  of  men,  approxi- 
mately 25  men  have  beer 
D id  up  with  the  bone- 
r a eking  fever. 

The  fever,  which  is 
not  contagious  and  is 
caused  by  the  bite  of 
a germ-laden  mosquito, 
is  not  dangerous  when 
the  patient  can  be  in 
charge  of  a competent 
physician.  We  are 
lucky  in  having  Lieut. 
Glenn  D.  Batten,  M.D. 
with  us  in  helping 
ward  off  the  onslaught 
of  this  fever. 

The  Doctor,  when 
asked  about  the  prob- 
able termination  of 
the  epidemic,  said 
that  any  man  in  the 
barracks  could  name 
the  date  as  we  11  as  he. 

Dengue  fever  will  cor 
tinue  to  ra.ge  as  long 
as  mosquitos  bite. 

The  only  thing  that 
will  help  the  body 
ward  off  the  disease 
is  that  old  standby  of 
the  tropics,  quinine, 
of  which  we  have  re- 
ceived plenty,  cf 
late . 


The  present  epidemic  of  Dengue  fever  in  our 
camp  is  r,  deplorable  situation.  It  is  by  no 
menus  confined  to  our  camp  ns  the  city  is  just 
re  widely  infested. 

In  order  to  limit  the  disense  to  the  fevirest 
possible  cases  there  must  be  a spirit  of  co  - 
operation  of  the  men  with  the  Medical  depart- 
ment. When  you.  feed  your  pills  to  the  chickens 
or  throw  them  on  the  floor s you  n.re  cheating 
yourself  of  something  that  was  furnished  you 
in  the  conscientious  belief  that  it  has  some 
value  in  preventing  the  disease. 

Not  more  than  a dozen  men  make  it  necessary 
that  the  entire  company  be  required  to  take 
their  medicine  in  line  under  the  observation 
of  an  officer. 

A full  cooperation  on  the  part  of  the  re- 
mainder, of  the  company  would  eradicate  these 
agitators  and  then  the  company  could  be 
treated  like  men  in  their  sickness , instead 
of  stendin  in  line

If  there  is  one  place  that  there  should  be  ncf 
chiseling  it  is  in  the  dish-washing  line.
